Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not disclose a lighting apparatus for emitting white 
light comprising: a semiconductor light source emitting radiation at from about 250 nm 
to about 450 nm; and a phosphor material radiationally coupled to the light source, the 
phosphor material comprising a red emitting phosphor having a peak emission between 
about 615 and 680 nm, an orange emitting phosphor having a peak emission between 
about 575 and 615 nm, a green emitting phosphor having a peak emission between 
about 500 and 575 nm, a blue emitting phosphor having a peak emission between 
about 400 and 500 nm, and one or more additional gap filling phosphors, wherein said 
lighting apparatus has a full spectrum between 400 and 700 nm. .
